Testimonial of "Great White 
Father" Praises Their 


Service During the War 


«LOVER PRESENTS THEM 


Third Assistant Postmaster- 


General Here as Direct 


Representative 


A message carried from the "Great 


White Father" at Washington by W. 
Irving Clover, third assistant post- 
master-general, to the Indian tribes 
el' North Dakota, thanking them for 
the service of their sons ind daugh- 
ters during the World War was pre- 
sented in a colorful ceremony in 
the -Northern- Pacific Park at Man- 
dan the morning of the Fourth of 
July. 


h an Interpreter; 


Cetierul Glover 
told 
the 
Indian 


chieftains 
and 
representatives 
of 


four tribes—the Mundans, Gros Ven- 
ires, Sioux and Arikara—that Pres- 
ident C'oulidgc told him to extend 
the warm hand of fellowship of the 
President of the United States to 
the tribes, the first Indian tribes to 
receive such n testimonial. 


The bearer of 
testimonials also 


told "the Indians and the crowd as- 
sembled that General Pershing had 
declared the American Indian the 
brnveat of all American soldiers in 
Krance. 
He was referring in parti- 


cular to the exploits of the Indians 
in scouting and in other action call- 
ing forth all the skill and bravery 
of a soldier during the war. 
Gen- 


eral Foch, too, praised the Indian as 
the bravest of the brave, Mr. Glover 
told them. 


Accept Testimonials 


'Sitting Crow, stolid, bronze chief- 


tain of the Mandans, attired in full 
regalia, accepted'the testimonial for 
that tribe; White Bear (Tom Frost- 
ed) represented the Sioux, Foolish 
Hear the (iros Ventres and Charles 
Alone (Thomas Rogers) the Arikara. 
There interpreters carried the 
re- 


marks of 
General Glover, informal 


and directed to the chieftains and a 
few assembled, to the Indians while 
in the United States Army, needed 
Thomas Rogers, himself a sergeant 
no interpreter. 


General Glover told the Indians 


that seven of their blood had start- 
ed in as privates and risen to the 
rank of officer 
during 
the 
war, 


more than a hundred of them had 
made the land of Krance more hal- 
lowed by their sacrifice, and that 
Indian women, too, had served as 
nurses. 


The Indians receiving the 
testi- 


monials were grouped in front of the 
platform in 
a 
semi-circle, sitting 


down, while Major J. 
H. 
Hanley, 


chairman of the day; Major A. B. 
Welch, General Glover and others 
occupied the platform. 
After the 


Indians had responded and all had 
struck a note of- loyalty, 
General 


Glover spoke to the ground in gen- 
eral in closing. 


It is that spirit of loyalty that 


has made this nation great," he said. 
It is that spirit of loyalty that has 
arnpd up 148 years to today, the 
strongest nation on the face of the 
globe. Though these Indians may be 
dark in color the same "red blood 
that 
has 
made 
America 
courses 


through their veins, the same pas- 
sion for justice and liberty .beats in 
their hearts." 


Among those at the ceremonies, he 


said, wore 13 who served as Scouts 
under General Custer in 1876 and 
earlier days.

Speaking directly to the chieftains, 


Mr. Glover told of President Cool- 
idge placing the 
testimonials, one 


for each tribe, handsomely engraved, 
directly in his hands, and telling 
him to convey to the Indians not 
only his appreciation as the chief

Mr. Glover is taking back with 
him articles which the Indians arc 
sending to the President, a tobacco

A w ar bonnet is to 
be sent later by the Standing Rock 
Sioux. Mrs. Glover was presented 
with a pair of handsopiely, headed 
slippeirs by the Arickara Indisina.

INDIANS GIVEN 
MESSAGEFROM 
PRES.TOLIDGE 


'i'pstimnnial of “Great While 
Father” P r a i s e s Their 
Service During the War 


GLOVER PRESENTS THEM 


Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General Here as Direct 
Representative 


A me.ssage carried from the “Great 
White Father" at Washington by W. 
Irving Glover, third assistant post- 
iiia.ster-generai, to the Indian tribes 
of Nui'th Dakota, thanking them for 
the service of their sons and daugh­ 
ters during the World War was pre­ 
sented in a colorful ceremony in 
the Narthern Pacific Park at Man- 
dun the morning of the Fourth of 
July. 
Speaking through an interpreter. 
General Glover told 
the 
Indian 
chieftains and representatives of 
four tribes—the Mandans, Gros Ven­ 
tres, Sioux and Arikara—that Pres­ 
ident Coolidge told him to extend 
the warm hand of fellowship of the 
President of the United States to 
the tribes, the first Indian tribes to 
receive such a testimonial. 
The bearer of testimonials also 
told the Indians and the crowd as­ 
sembled that General Pershing had 
declared the American Indian the 
bravest of all American soldiers in 
France. He was referring in parti- 
cdlar to the exploits of the Indians 
in scouting and in other action call­ 
ing forth ail the skill and bravery 
of a soldier during the war. Gen­ 
eral Foch, too, praised the Indian as 
the bravest of the brave, Mr. Glover 
told them. 
Accept Teatimoniala 
Sitting Crow, stolid, bronze chief­ 
tain of the Mandans, attired in full 
regalia, accepted the testimonial for 
that tribe; White Bear (Tom Frost­ 
ed) represented the Sioux, Foolish 
Bear the Gros Ventres and Charles 
Alone (Thomas Rogers) the Arikara. 
There interpreters carried the re­ 
marks of General Glover, informal 
and directed to the chieftains and a 
few assembled, to the Indians while 
in the United States .Army, needed 
Thomas Rogers, himself a sergeant 
no interpreter. 
General Glover told the Indians 
that seven of their blood had start­ 
ed in as privates and risen to the 
rank of officer during the war, 
mure than a hundred of them hud 
made the land of France more hal­ 
lowed by their sacrifice, and that 
Indian women, too, had served as 
nurses. 
The Indians receiving the testi­ 
monials were grouped in front of the 
platform in a semi-circle, sitting 
down, while Major J. H. Hanley, 
chairman of the day; Major A. B. 
Welch, General Glover and others 
occupied the platform. 
After the 
Indians had responded and all had 
struck a note of loyalty. General 
Glover spoke to the ground in gen­ 
eral in closing. 
“It is that spirit of loyalty that 
has made this nation great,” he said. 
“It is that spirit of loyalty that has 
carried up 148 years to today, the 
strongest nation on the face of the 
globe. Though these Indians may be 
dark in color the same red blood 
that has made America courses 
through their veins, the same pas­ 
sion for justice and liberty .beats in 
their hearts.” 
Among those at the ceremonies, he 
said, were 13 who served us Scouts 
under General Custer in 1876 and 
earlier days.Conveys Regard 
Speaking directly to the chieftains, 
Mr. Glover told of President Cool­ 
idge placing the testimonials, one 
for each tribe, handsomely engraved, 
directly in his hands, and telling 
him to convey to the Indians not 
only his appreciation as the chief 
executive for the service of their 
tribesmen during the World War, 
but also to convey the desire of 
the government to see the Indiana 
protected by the mighty arm of the 
government, and aided to become 
stronger and better citizens. 
In turn, the representatives of 
each tribe replied, and pledged loy­ 
alty, as Thomas Rogers expressed 
it, “to the flag that has never yet 
touched the ground.”

The President was at his office 
as usual today, but left for a while 
in the middle of the morning to 
take a walk about the White House 
grounds. He conferred with .Secre­ 
tary Wilbur and made one other 
appointment. All engagements for 
the day were subject to cancellation 
Blister Developa 
A blister on the foot developed 
during a tennis match young Calvin 
played last Monday with his brother, 
John, 18 years of age. Little atten­ 
tion was given by the boy to the 
aggravation at first, but he com­ 
plained of intense pain in the body. 
Physicians were summoned and the 
serious nature of the illness was 
learned. 
There is little which can be done 
at this stage, it was said, with the 
problem largely up to the endur­ 
ance and strength of the youth. 
His youth is in his favor, but ho 
has grown very fast during the last 
year. He surprised his parents and 
friends recently when he returned 
from school us the tallest instead 
of the shortest member of the fam­ 
ily. Likewise, he is of slight build 
for his age. 
The illness caused a gloom to de­ 
scend upon the White House on this 
the 52nd birthday of the president.

GIVES DONATION 
TO UNIVERSITY 


Chicago, rfJuly 5.— (A. P.)—Urging 
adoption by the city of Chicago oi 
the University of Chicago “ in fact 
as well as in 
name,” 
President 
E rnest Be W itt Burton brought out 
th a t John D. Rockefeller has given 
$35,000,000 to tlie in.stitutioii, “a sum 
alm ost nr quite without parallel In 
th e whole history of education.” 
■■ President Burton made the sta te ­ 
m ent after announeing th at Mr. Rock­ 
efeller had discontinued his 
gifts, 
th a t the university has no right of 
i u n ’ne' »|jproaeh to the founders as 
indiviluais, “ and less 
reason 
to 
make such an approach to Mr. Rock­ 
efeller.” 
ll) 
the university's 
re­ 
sources of approxim ately $54,000,000, 
President Burton said, “ there should 
be added within the next ten or f5 
years at least an equal amount,” 
and for this sum “we m ust look laige- 
ly to Chicago." 
“ When in December, 
1910, 
Mr. 
Rockefeller promised to 
give 
the 
university the sum of $10,000,000 in 
ten annual payments, he 
accomp­ 
anied this pledge with a statem ent 
th a t this was his final gift, and com­ 
mended the university to the friend­ 
ly citizens of Chicago as those to 
whom it should look for the means 
w ith which to insure its fu tu re de­ 
velopment,” President Burton assert­ 
ed. 
“In pursuance of this statem ent 
and policy Mr. Rockefeller discon­ 
tinued. his gifts. 
' 
“ It is b ut reasonable th at Mr. Rock­ 
efeller should feel th a t the 
city 
who.se name 
it bears and 
whose 
citizens have already shown 
their 
in terest in it by many generous gifts, 
should adopt the university as th eir 
own. 
The cost of education 
rises 
with startling rapidity as one passes 
upw ard from school to college, and 
from college to graduate and pro­ 
fessional school.

PUTTING BLAME ON BROADWAY 
"Tell the girls to stay away from Broadway. Tell them 
there’s only heartbreak there and shame—and bitter pain.” 
So .said Imogone Wilson, called “the most beautiful girl on 
Broadway,” as she soothed the bruises she accumulated at 
the receiving end of one of Actor Frank Tinney’s beatings. 
But why pick on Broadway? It may be true, as Gus Ed­ 
wards sobbingly sang, that “there’s a broken heart for every 
light on Broadway,” ^ut the famous street is not at fault, en­ 
t r^'ly. Much depends on the way it is approached. 
Those who have nothing to carry there or trade upon but 
pulchritude are quite sure to come to grief, as did bnogene. 
Those who have other things of worth in their heads and 
‘ hearts may find Broadway kindly disposed and willing to 
boost.

There is history a-plenty to prove the truth of both asser­ 
tions. 
Broadway simply tréats its guests as they wish or 
seek to be treated. 
In truth, Broadway is little different from other city and 
town thoroughfares where there are lights and human life.

After four years of boasting that 
It was The Old Party with a For­ 
eign Policy, the Democratic party 
has come to the opinion that it Is a 
mistake for .political parties to 
hate a foreign policy.

It subscribed to the doctrine that 
political parties are no more than 
voting machines and that the sole 
end of party is to get Into office. 
It asks the American people to 
vote for the 
Democratic ticket 
without knowing for what It stands. 
It asks them to believe that the 
League issue is not in politics. 
The proposal for a national ref­ 
erendum on the League of Nations 
is as fantastic as it is dlahonest. 
It represents an innovation 
In 
American government, which, as 
Mr. Baker pointed out. Is "revolu­ 
tionary” and foreign to American 
representative democracy. This Is 
the proposal:. Let America elect a 
President and Congress standing 
for nothing: then let them return 
to the polls and inform the Pres­ 
ident and Congress what they are 
to stand for?

Fargo, N. D., July 8.—R eports of 
Hc.ssian fly damage to spring Wheat 
in we.stern 
North Dakota indicate 
that the insect is likely to cause 
more damage in the state than it 
has at any time in the past, ia the 
statem ent of Dr. U. L. W ebster, en­ 
tomologist at the North Dakota Ag­ 
ricultural college. “ The insect is re­ 
ported to be very common in Gold­ 
en Valley county and also occur­ 
ring as far east in the state as 
New Salem,” he declares. 
“Damage 
to spring wheat occurred in aeverpi 
localities in the northw estern por­ 
tion of the state last year. 
“Even Cass county will not es­ 
cape at least scattering damage by 
the insect, since we have found the 
maggots and ‘flaxseeds' in 
several 
spring wheat fields in the vicinity 
of Fargo . 
“At the present tim e the Insect 
can be fonnd by picking out some 
of the sm aller, spindly plants in 
lowest blades down to the croWn 
of the plant, at which point the 
white maggots, or the brown ‘flax­ 
seeds’ will be discovered. 
"The insect .spends the w inter in 
the flaxseed, stage, for 
the 
most 
part on wheat stubble. 
From these 
flaxseeds emerge in spring the adult 
flics; small midgc-iike insects, only 
about one-tenth 
inch 
in 
length, 
which deposit their tiny eggs, on 
blades of growing wheat. 
On hatch­ 
ing the maggots work 
their 
way 
down to the b.ose of the plant where 
they feed. 
Hessian fly maggots are 
found within the sheath of the wheat 
plant, never inside the stem. 
The 
full grown maggot is pale in color, 
about one-fifth of an inch long. 
“ Dry seasons seems to be unfav­ 
orable to the development of the 
Hessian fly in this part of the coun­ 
try. 
On the other hand, an excess 
of moisture, combined with warmth, 
especially in early 
summer, favors 
the development of the insect. 
Un­ 
der such conditions a portion of the 
flies emerge early in summer, in­ 
stead of rem aining in the flaxseed 
stage until 
the 
following 
spring. 
These flies 
deposit 
th eir eggs on

"The insect is re- 
ported to be very common in Gold- 
en Valley county and also occur 
ring us far eutt in the state as 
New Salem," he declares. "Damage 
to spring wheat occurred In several 
localities in the northwestern por 
lion of the state last year. 


"Even Ca»s county will not es 


cape at least scattering damage by 
the insect, since we hfivn found tho 
maggots and 'flaxseeds' in 
several 


spring wheat fields in the vicinity 
of Fargo . 


"At the present time the Insect 


can be found by picking out some 
of the smaller, spindly plants In 
Imvcit blades down to the crown 
of the plant, at which point the 
white macgots, or the brown 'flax- 
seeds' will be discovered.
